He 
stated that the attitude of the population toward the Soviet Zone 
of Germany improved considerably, particularly anong his eolleagues 
in uestern Germany. Friedrich told 
25xX1 [thet it was planned 10 establiah an asgociation of 
academies of sciences in the est and that ho was promised that the 
Sovieb “one Academy of Selences would be admitted to this body. Pro» 
25X1 fessor Dr taxer (fnu), member of the seadernr of Sciences: and the 
Geruan Peace Comittee jave a siailar report sonecrning a nocting of 
the Geerres “oclety in uniel: which ho attended recently.
